In  accordance  v/ith  the  United  States  Cotton  Standards  iict ,  the  United  States 
Cotton  Features  Act,  the  Snith-Dcxey  Act,  and  sinilar  legislation,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Ag:,r iculture  executes  a  nunber  of  programs  designed  to  ir.provc  cotton 
and  its  ir£^rketing.    As  part  of  this  vjork,  the  Cotton  Branch  establishes 
official  standards  for  the  classification  of  cotton  noving  in  interstate  or 
foreign  coir^iTierct ;  provides  for  the  classing  of  cotton  in  accordance  vdth  such 
standards  by  regularly  enployed  personnel  and  by  private  individuals  v^ho  have 
demonstrated  their  qualifications  and  have  been  licensed  as  cotton  classers; 
furnishes  classing  and  other  services  to  organized  cotton  inpr ovenent  groups; 
provides  information  concerning  prices,  inarkets,  methods  of  cultivation  and 
harvesting,  ginning  inproveiients ,  suitability  of  specific  types  of  cotton  to 
certain  end  uses,  and  related  natuers  to  those  interested  in  the  cotton  inaua- 
tryj  and  presents  and  revievjs  the  use  made  of  official  stanaards  in  reporting 
market  transactions. 

In  the  Southeast  iirea  there  are  three  separate  and  distinct  offices  of  the 
Cotton  Branch  in  the-  airea  reporting  individually  to  the  Cotton  Branch  in  Wash- 
ington and  engaged  in  carrying  out  one  or  iiore  of  the  above  programs.  They 
are  as  follov/s: 

SOUTEE^.STEKIT  .xREa  0FFIC5  -  Located  in  ^itlanta,  Georgia 

This  office  coordinates  the  vjork  of  sev-^n  local  classing  offices  located 
■?;ithin  the  jurisdictional  area  vCnich  are  engaged  in  the  classing  of  cotton, 
the  servicing  of  cotton  improvement  groups,  the  collecting  and  disserdna- 
tion  of  m.erket  nevjs  information  and  related  functions.    In  addition,  the 
Area  Office  collects,  compiles  and  publishes  statistics  on  cotton  quality, 
grade  and  staple  of  the  crop  and  carryover,  cottonseed  quality,  cotton  ana 
cottonseed  prices. 

SOUTH  CEITTPJ^  iiREA  OFFICE  -  Located  in  Memphis  handles  identical  programs  for 

its  jurisdictional  areac 

SUPERVISION  OF  CLASSING  AND  GJ^JJlNG  SECTION  -  Located  in  idem.phis,  Tennessee 

This  office  is  comprised  of  a  Board  of  Supervising  Cotton  Examiners  and 
an  Appeal  Board  of  Review  Examiners  in  which  is  vested  responsibility  for 
technical  supervision  and  control  over  all  field  cotton  classing  activi- 
ties..   The  Board  of  Supervising  Cotton  Examiners  maintains  nationwide 
uniformity  in  the  interpretation  t.nd  application  of  official  standards 
and  regulations  by  reviewing  classification  deterr:.inaticns  made  by  local 
classing  offices  and  by  licensed  clascers  and  bringing  them  in  line  when 
necessary.     The  *xppeal  Board  of  Review  Examiners  receives  appeals  from  the 
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COTTON  BRAITCK  (Cont'd)

Plans,  designs  and  constructs  improved  machinery,  equipment  and  instru- 
ments for  sampling,  testing,  ginning  and  othei'v/ise  processing  and  handling 
cotton,  fiber,  and  cottonseed.     Conducts  tests  of  cotton  and  fiber  properties 
for  cotton  breeder  and  others.    Conducts  economic  studies  of  the  various 
systeiiis  and  methods  of  harvesting,  conditioning,  cleaning,  ginning  and 
storing  of  cotton  and  cottonseed  in  use  throughout  the  country. 

CLMSON  L.iBORATORY  -  Located  at  Clems  on,  S.  C. 

Conducts  research  and  development  ifjork  on  methods  and  equipment  for  testing 
and  measuring  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  cotton  fibers,  yarns 
and  fabrics.    Conducts  fiber  and  spinning  tests  for  cotton  breeders,  mer- 
chants, manufacturers  and  others. 

DAIRY  BRnllCH  FIELD  OFFICE 

The  Atlanta  Market  }.kiYJs  Field  Office  collects  and  disseminates  information  on 
general  market  conditinns,  prices,  supply,  demend,  transactions  and  related 
factors  affecting  the  Atlanta  metropolitan  area  market  on  dairy  and  poultry 
products . 

FATS  ^i^ID  OILS  BRANCH  FIELD  OFFICES 

Branch  Field  Representatives  are  stationed  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Georgia- 
Florida-iilabarra  Peanut  Association  and  Virginia-Carolina  Peanut  association  at 
Camilla,  G'^-orgia,  and  Franklin,  Virginia,  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  liaison  between  the  Branch  and  the  Associations  ?«/hich  are  the 
designated  agents  of  the  government  in  the  execution  of  peanut  purchase  and 
loan  programs.     In,  addition,  these  Field  Repre sentat ives direct  a  program  for 
the  grading  of  peanuts  bought,  sold,  stored  or  otherv/ise  handled  under  the 
programs  administered  by  the  Associations, 

FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  PROGRj^MS  BRiLNGH 

Pl/lA's  Food  Distribution  progr^^.s  have  u  t;vo-fold  objective:  to  increase  the 
domestic  consumption  of  agricultural  food  products  and  to  improve  the  nutri- 
tion of  our  people.  The  programs  include  the  school-lunch,  direct-distribu- 
tion, food-preservation  and  marketing  abundant  foods.    Briefly  these  programs

The  chief  aims  of  the  food-preservation  pror^ram  arc  to  nrovide  addi- 
tional outlets  for  price-support  ana  locally  grown  foods  during  periods 
of  peak  supply,  thereby  avoidin-?  loss  through  vjaste  and  spoilage  and 
helping  improx^e  the  quality  of  lun.:hes  served  in  schools.- 

When  supplies  of  a  particular  food  are  in  excess  of  norm.  1  dem(-nd,  special 
Tiarketing  programs  are  undertaken  by  PivIA  to  encourage  increased  consumer 
purchase  und  use  of  that  food  through  normal  channels  of  trade,  thereby 
minim.izing  the  need  for  price-support  or  surplus-removal  programs. 

FRUIT  MP  VEGETABLE  BRAIMCH  FIELD  OFFICES 

MARKE:TING  FIELD  OFFICES; 

These  offices  located  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  and  Lakeland,  Florida,  assemble 
information  on  fruit  and  vegetable  prodviction  and  marketing  problems  and 
practices  in  the  Area  and  report  such  data  to  the  'ifYashington  office  with 
recommends. tion  of  action  needed  to  improve  conditions.    Execute  suppy 
purchase  and  sales  programs  and  assist  in  the  administration  of  price- 
support,  subsidy  and  related  programs. 

FRESH  PRODUCTS  STAIID^I^DIZATION  AND  I^ISPECTION  DIVISION: 


Provides  inspection  service  on  fresh  fruits,  vegetables  and  miscellaneous 
comraodities  at  shipping  points,  in  transit,  and  at  market  or  destjnat: on 
points. 

PROCESSED  PRODUCTS  STiil^DARDIZATIOI]  iillD  INSPECTION  DBq^ION; 

Provides  inspection  services  on  canned,  dried,  dehydrated  tnd  frozen  fruits, 
vegetables  and  m.iscellaneous  corjiiodities  at  processing  est?..blish.::ients , 
storage,  shipping,  transit,  or  receiving  points, 

MARKST  HEWS  DIVISION; 

Collects,  com.piles  and  issues  reports  on  supplies,  mf.rket  conditions,  and 
prices  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  and  miscellaneous  commodities. 

REGUI^xTORY  DIVISION; 

The  Division  administers  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodity  Act,  Produce 

Agency  ^ict.  Export  Apple  and  Pear  Act,  and  Stand^.rd  Container  Acts.  These 

ixcts  are  designed  to  protect  the  producers,  handlers,  rnd  consumers  in  the 
m.arketing  and/or  purchasing  of  fruit  and  vegetables. 


RErTULeiTORY  ..ilTD  II^TSPFCTIQIT  DIVI SJOII : 

The  United  Sti-.tes  Grain  Standards  Act  requires  thut  certain  grain  be  inspected, 
p;raded,  and  certificated  according  to  officio  1  s turdards  when  it  is  nerchan- 
discd  by  grade  in  jntorstate  or  foreign  coriLierce  from  or  to  an  inspection  point. 
The  primary  inspection  of  grain  is  perforn.od  by  inspectors  of  State  and  trade 
inspection  dopai'tiriGnt s  and  in  soriC  cases  by  independent  inspectors,  all  of  ¥-hom 
are  licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  j:i.gri  culture ,    Grain  Branch  offices  are  main- 
tained at  headquarters  in  districts  comprising  definite  areas  for  the  purpose  of 
supervising  the  work  of  the  licensees  and  handling  appeals  from  inspections  mr.de 
by  then.     These  offices  also  aid  in  enforcing  provisions  of  the  Act  vjhich  are 
designed  to  prevent  fraud  and  .n:  sreprei^ent- 1  ion  in  marketing  grain. 

There  are  two  such  district  offices  in  the  Southeast  >irea  located  at  Louisville, 
iventucky,  and  Naishville,  Tennessee,  engaged  primarily  in  the  adm.inistrat ion  of 
the  Grain  Standard  Act  vdthin  their  jurisdictional  area.     These  field  offices 
also  assirt  in  the  administration  of  other  programs  and  services  of  the  Branch 
•Vvithin  their  area. 

The  Federal  Seed  Act  {l)  requires  complete  labeling  of  seed  in  interstate  com- 
m.erce  and  (2)  prohibits  the  importation  of  agricultural  and  vegetable  seed  which 
falls  belov\^  fixed  standards  of  quality.    Productive  agric^olture  in  the  U#  S» 
requires  the  pl£inting  of  good  quality  seed  of  adapted  varieties.     The  buyer  is 
able  to  choose  such  seed  only  if  he  finds  it  possible  to  rely  upon  representa- 
tions made.     It  is  not  possible  to  determine  the  inherent  value  of  seed  by- 
casual  exardnation .    Each  State  has  a  seed  law  requiring  correct  labeling  of 
seed  offered  for  sale  within  the  State.     The  Federal  Seed  Act  suppler.ent  these 
State  seed  laws. 

The  Federal-State  Seed  Laboratory  at  Montgom.ery,  Alabama,  is  engaged  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  both  phases  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act  including  the  analysis  of 
seed  samples,  the  reporting  of  results  and  on  occasion  the  development  of  case 
data  for  use  in  the  prosecution  of  vilators. 


INFORIvIrlTION  BxRAriCH 

The  Information  Branch  area  Office  in  the  Southeast  Area  collects  and  dissem- 
inates information  on  PIvIA  programs  and  operations;  furnishes  requested  infor- 
m.ation  to  other  Government  agencies,  producers,  processors,  trade  associations, 
newspapers,  trade  and  general  magazines,  wire  services,  and  radio  stations. 


LIVESTOCK  BRANCH 
STAIIDARDIZATION  MID  GRADII^G  I'lVISIOIT; 

The  ten  Heat  Grading  Field  Offices  in  the  ocutheast  Area  are  staffed  vath 
I^at  Graders  who  grade  according  to  Government  standards  meats  and  meat 
food  products  intended  for  humian  consuription.    Grading  is  at  the  request- 
of  comr.ercial  organizations  and  is  on  a  fee  basis.    On  occasion,  they  grade 
and  examine  meat  and  meat  food  products  purchases  by  government  agencies 
for  adherence  to  purchase  specifications. 


MRKET  NMS  DIVISION: 


LIVESTOCK  HRxiNCH  (Cont'd) 


Market  Nev^s  Reporters  assigned  to  the  four  Mrrket  Kev;s  Field  Offices  in 
the  area  colluct,  suranarize  and  disseminate  information  as  to  receipts, 
prices  and  market  conditions  of  Livestock  production  and  sale  in  their 
respective  areas.    This  information  is  distributed  by  means  of  leased 
v/ires,  nimeorraphed  reports,  coiniuercial  news  dispatches,  radio  and  press 
releases, 

PACKERS  MI)  STOCKY.iRDS  DIV I  SI  ON; 

This  Division  administers  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  to  regulate  rates 
and  practices  of  agencies,  packers,  and  others  engaged  in  marketing  live- 
stock, meats,  and  live  poultry  in  interstate  commerce.     The  two  offices 
in  this  area  conduct  regulatory  audits  to  determine  com.pliance  -A'ith  the 
iict» 

INSECTICIDE  DIVISION: 

This  Division  administers  the  Insecticide  Act  for  the  protection  of  farmers, 
m.anufacturer s  and  other  users  and  producers  from  harmful  or  ineffective  in- 
secticides and  fungicides,  including  disinfectants,  which  are  used  for  the 
protection  of  health. 

The  Bradenton,  Florida  office  collects,  analyzes,  and  tests  samples  of  in- 
secticides and  fungicides  subject  to  the  Act,  developing  evidence  of  mis*- 
branding  or  adulteration  and  evidence  of  interstate  shipment  and  identity 
of  r.ater  ial « 

The  Atlanta,  Georgia  office  obtains  information  for  preparation  of  citations 
and  affidavits  for  use  in  prosecution  of  violators. 

LIARKETIN3  FACILITIES  BRANCH 

One  of  the  assignments  of  PI'iA  is  to  imiprcve  the  physical  handling  of  farm  pro- 
ducts throughout  marketing  channt-ls.     This  v;ork  includes  the  development  of 
plans  and  prom^otion  of  en  n  struct  ion  of  proper  miarket  facilities  for  the  asserbly 
and  distribution  of  all  products;  finding  out  how  handling  costs  can  be  reduced 
by  use  of  proper  kinds  of  equipment,  the  conduct  of  programs  designed  to  obtain 
adequate  transportation  facilities  and  equitable  freight  rates;  and  the  de- 
velopment and  operation  of  storage  programs. 

The  Atlanta,  Memphis  and  Raleigh  Field  Offices  are  primarily  concerned  v;ith  the 
inspection  and  licensing  of  cotton  warehouses  in  the  Area  to  provide  optimum 
warehousing  conditions  for  the  trade.     The  Warehouse  Examiners  attached  to 
thesti  offices  also  inspect  storage  facilities  which  the  Commodity  Credit  Cor- 
poration is  using  or  proposes  to  use  for  the  storage  of  certain  products  owned 
by  it.     In  addition  to  inspecting  and  apprc\-^ing  or  disapproving  the  facility 
prior  to  storage,  this  service  includes  inspection  about  every  60  days  of  the 
comnioditic  s  stared^  to  check  on  condition  and  to  account  for  the  quantity 


PlLi  STaTE  .ilID  '.OUNTY  OFFICES 


In  the  S'.^uthefst  Arep.,  there  arc:  nine  State  Pi.iA  Offices  and  the  Caribbenn  iirea 
Office.     Tliese  offices  are  resporiGbile  for  c.drriniGtrL.tion  in  the  field  of  the 
agricultural  conservation  and  aejustnent  prograns,  comriiocity  loan::,  rr.arketing 
quotas,  prodv-.ction  goals,  assij^ned  pricj  support  operations,  and  other  pro(;crams 
as  assigned.     They  deteri.iine  the  production  needs  of  the  State  based  upon  the 
recoinnendLticns  of  the  county  offices  and  analysis  of  other  information  a-rail- 
able  to  the  State  Office  and  assist  in  marketing  studies  and  pro«rairis.  Tl'.ey 
adapt  national  prorrans  to  State  needs  and  provide  general  guidance  to  county 
a  gr  i  Gu  1 1 u  r  1  c  on s  e r  va t  i  on  c  ornrrii.  tt  e  e  s  . 

A  State  Ccmmittee  is  conpcsod  of  froc  three  to  five  nembers,  selected  from  along 
the  agricultural  leaders  of  the  State,  and  the  State  director  of  the  E7.tension 
Service  -v/ho  serves  in  an  ex-cfficio  capacity.     These  coninittees  provide  tiie 
necessary  adirdnistrative  connecting  link  between  the  Administrator  of  Pi.IA  and 
the  county  and  local  conraittees.     The  State  Conirdttees  make  possible  a  con- 
certed nationwide  effort  to  consei've  the  soil,  to  attain  production  goals,  and 
to  provide  marketing  outlets.     They  not  only  administer  the  prograrxS  in  their 
respective  states,  but  they  also  provide  a  mef-.ns  of  incorporating  locally  needed 
conservation  practices  and  production  and  m.arketing  needs  into  national  programs. 

Every  ag-ricultural  corjuunitv  or  tov;nshi-o  in  the  United  States  has  it  farmer- 
elected  committeemen.     Each  year  betv^een  the  end  of  one  production  season  and 
the  beginning  of  the  ne.  t ,  farmers  participating  in  the  agricultural  conserva- 
tion program  hold  elections  in  each  of  the  nation's  34,134  agricultural  commu- 
nities to  name  mem.bership  on  tiie  local  community  or  to-v/nship  ccmiiiittees.  They 
also  elect  delegates  to  r,  county  meeting  at  which  participating  farmers  are 
named  to  the  county  committee . 

This  organization  of  farm.ers,  more  than  9,000  corardtteemen  and  more  than  100,000 
community  corimitteem.en ,  is  the  backbone  of  PLL/l's  operations  in  the  field  of 
production.     The  prim.&ry  function  of  these  comiirdttees  is  to  develop  program 
practices,  adapt  practices  to  local  conditions,  and  provide  the  necessary  local 
assistance  in  admiinis ter ing  the  programs. 

POULTRY  BIL^NCH 

The  Atlanta  Marketing  field  Office  assembles  inform.ation  on  poultry  production 
and  marketing  practices  and  prcblem.s  in  the  ^xrea  and  reports  such  data  to  the 
Washington  Branch  Office  v/ith  reccrimendation  on  action  needed  to  improve  condi- 
tions.    They  also  interpret  programs  of  the  Admdnistrat ion  to  poultry  producers 
and  uealers  and,  o/hen  in  effect,  carry  out  purchase  and  sales  programs-  of  the 
Branch, 

TOBACCO  BP^NCH 

MnPKETING  SERVICES  DIVISIOIT; 

In  accordance  vvith  provisions  of  the  Tobacco  Inspection  Act  and  related 
legislation,  the  Federal  Government  establishes  official  standards  and 
regulations  for  the  grading  of  tobacco  in  inter-state  or  foreign  corj:ierce, 
designates  certain  auction  markets  at  T/hi  ch  ull  tobacco  sold  is  subject  to 
mandatory  inspection  and  grading,  for  T/hich  service  no  charge  is  made;  in- 
spects and  grades  tobacco,  for  a  specified  fee,  upon  request  by  growers.

HARKETIKG  SERVICES  DIVISION  (Cont'd) 

buyers,  sellers,  vjarehcusenen ,  end  other  mer.bers  of  the  tr-.-do;  furnishes 
information  and  denonstratcs  approprif  te  ricthods  of  sorting  and  othor7/i6G 
preparing  tobacco  for  r.srket;  and  furnishes  supply,  demand,  price,  and 
other  narket  infornation  to  rrowers  and  trade  organizations. 

The  chief  field  functions  of  the  Tobacco  Branch  are  the  inspection  of 
tobacco  and  the  reporting  of  prices  established  by  current  sales.  This 
work  is  carried  out  during  the  tobacco  nt^rketing  season  by  federal  in- 
spectors and  narket  ne-7/s  reports  located  at  auction  markets  and  central 
points  throughout  the  tobacco  belt. 

The  combination  of  inspection  service  and  narket  nev/s  service  ?:ives  farmers 
inf Gr.m£.t ion  as  to  the  grade  of  each  lot  of  tobacco  offered  for  sale  and 
th-j  average  price  at  which  each  grade  has  actually  been  selling.    On  the 
basis  of  this  information,  the  farmer  is  enabled  to  make  an  intelligent  de- 
cision on  ?/hcther  or  not  to  accept  the  price  offered  for  his  product, 

After  the  close  of  the  marketing  season,  federal  inspectors  en:^aged  in 
demcnstrati on  vjork  v;ith  groups  of  farm.ers  and  students  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  instruction  in  the   sorting    nd  arranging  of  tobc- ceo  for  marketing 
and  for  furnishing  information  regarding  the  value  and  use  of  grading, 

I.AV^X  STORES  DIVISION; 

^his  Division  administers  the  Naval  Stores  Act* 

At  field  points  in  the  lii-ea.  Branch    representatives  exercise  technical 
supervision  over  and  give  instruction  to  Naval  Stores  Inspectors  emplo;^-ed 
by  private  concerns  ^/ho  are  engaged  in  the  grading  and  chemical  analysis 
of  tui-oentine  and  rosin  that  are  purchased  according  to  eovernm.ent 
specifications  or  are  placed  in  goverinent  loan.
